An Industry Condemned . 


"If neither the patriotism, private conscience nor business 


common sense of the anthracite coal industry shall lead all 
persons engaged in it not only to observe the law but to help 
enforce the lav/," says the federal coal commission, "and if 
state and local authorities shall be impotent in prosecuting and 
convicting violations thereof, then it is the solemn duty of 
the congress of the United States to assume jurisdiction over 
these American rights, bringing the full power of the Union 
to their observation by the prosecution and conviction of all 


• persons whether high or low, who shall dare to violate them." 


Which is to say if the hard coal industry will not be decent, 


the government should get busy and throw the fear of God 
into it by fines an djail sentences. There are probably laws 
suited to that purpose. If not, laws should be enacted. 


The drastic condemnation accompanying the coal strike 


settlement, voices the feeling of the public about the habitual 
conduct of an important industry. Sometimes the coal miners 
hold up production, at critical times, and sometimes operators, 
and sometimes both together. In any case", the public, always 
pays in inconvenience and high prices. Speculators too, take 
their full toll unscathed.

Conditions are no better in the soft coal industry. 
jWhile other equally vital industries in this country, on the 


whole, have worked out their problems of production and dis- 
tribution efficiently and fairly, the coal industry has lagged, re- 
maining half-civilized, incompetent and predatory. .Why can 
it not develop the efficiency and steadiness which characterize 
the closely allied steel and automobile industries? It is hard 
to blieve that coal is naturally not susceptible to modern indus- 
trial development.

Most frequently the woman 
wage 


earner in American industry is one 
of several wage earners in the family, 
But In the past decade a new figure 
has come -forward—the married wo- 
man—and ehe is providing a real dlf 
ficulty for those who are interested in 
the problems presented by 
women 


wage earners. The complaint is made 
that a number of married 
women 


workers, has grown faster than the 


by married women who go into indus- 
try lies in the reason for their entrance. 
And department of labor figures show 
that widowed, divorced or 
deserted 


women with the support of a family 
thrust upon them, make up a large pro- 
portion of those to be considered. 


It appears that the average size of 


the family depending for at least par- 
tial support upon the average working 
marrined woman is 4.42 and that the 
average number of persons who help 
to bring In money in these families is 
2.53. These are not adequate figures 
upon which to lease a -policy for the 
future. And they do not show whether 
the working married worsan conld bet- 
ter her wage if some means werexfonnd 
to lessen the domestic obligation rest- 
ing upon her. They do :not show how 
much of her time must be given to 
home duties and there ;is nothing to 
give an insight into her efficiency, 
whether it is strengthened or impaired 
by her depndents.
